The following draft of certain rules further to amend the Mlitary 
Lands and Cantonments Service (Class I and Class II ) Rules, 1951, which the 
Central Government proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub - section ( 1 ) , read with clause ( cc ) of sub - section ( 2 ) of Section 280 of the 
Cantonments Act , 1924 ( 2 of 1924 ) , is hereby published for the information of 
all persons likely to be affected thereby as required by sub - section ( 1) of the 
said section and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into 
consideration on or after the 23rd October, 1967.

(c ) Every person belonging to Clags ILI Staff of Military Lands and Canton 
ments Service specified in column 1 of the Table below shall possess the minimum 
educational qualifications and the length of Service as specified in columns 2 and 
3 respectively and shall pass the test referred to in sub - rule ( e ) in order to be 
eligible for promotion to Class II cadre of the Service .
